owner is looking out to find a purchaser. 


Now, let us see if the owner in this in- 


stance has made it the interest of any agent 
to servo him by putting the property in 
market, or has he made it to his interest to 
keep it as quietly as possible in order to sell 
Borne similiar piece of property, wtth the 
owner of which he has a regular contract. 
For it is not the simple act of selling that is 
expensive and laborious to tho agent, but 
putting it properly before those who are in 
the market to buy. Nor is it any light ex- 
pense for an agent to establish and keep in 
operation an agency. Now, should the agent 
receive property offered him in tho way 
stated, and put the property fairly before 
that class who arc looking to his office for 
information, he would often be tho indirect 
as well as the direct means of finding the 
purchaser, even when it would not bo pos- 
sible, for him or even the owner, to know.

THE HOT BED. 


Ewly vegetables are much more vUuablo 


for domestic uso uid for market than late 
ones, mil by constructiug o nirnplo liot bed 
Bjrend weeks may bogaiued in time. Asit- 
«»tiou should be selected on the south side 
of a wall or close fence, -where the bed will 
be protected against the northerly bloats 
that hold a check upou vegetdtion.and wlwro 
it will havo a suuiiy qiposuro, free from all 
shade. This is much more important than 
many would suppose. The location and 
protection are half the bed. 


The size required will depend on the size 


of the garden in which plants are to be re- 
set, but ovon n largo bed may be mado 
profitable for growing soino vegetables that 
do not require transplanting^ A bed four 
feet by eight will enable one to start a varie- 
ty of plants, and havo them in readiness for 
transplanting as soon as the open g-ronnd is 
sufficiently warm, and the season far enough 
advanced to secure them against injury from 
the frost or cold. 
Otnufriution.—lltHto an excavation to tho 
depth of eighteen to twenty inches and couv 
siderably larger than tho size of the bed re- 
quired. This should bo nearly filled with 
co.nrso.imrotted mauuro, fresh stable manure 
mixed with leaves or well saturated horse 
bedding that will prolong the process of fer- 
mentation,ami thus prolong the contimurace 


of tho heat. This should be well forked over 
and suffered to lie in a compact heap long 
enough before being thrown into the trench 
to allow the fermentation to commence. 
When put into the bed it should bo well 
trodden down and the treueh tilled to within 
a few iuchea of tho top. 
Over this place 


sovcral inches of partially rotted, line ma- 
nure; bringing tho bed abovo tho surface of 
tho ground. Haco on this tho frarac, which 
may be a foot or sixteen inches high, toward 
the wait and sloping downward in front to 
six or eight inches. 
Cover with the susb. 


and leave it a day or hvo for the heating to 
'commence. 
Kcmove tho frame v/ith tho 


sash and cover to tho depth of six inches 
with good, rich soil, well pulverized. 
On it 


may bo sprinkled a very light covering of 
sand, or sandy soil, which will prevent the 
baking of the surface. Keplaco tho frame 
and recover with the sash, banking up the 
sides with coarse manure to protect the bed 
from tho cold. 
Sowing 
the Sseda.—After 
following 
the 


above directions, sow the seeds in drills,and 
quite thick when they are intended for 
transplauting,such as lettuce, cabbage, to- 
mato, egg plant, etc, Kadishes may be 
sown for immediate use. 
If the weather 


should be extremely cold, cover tho sash, es- 
pecially at night, with matting or carpet, 
and in very warm days remove tho sash for 
a time altogether, to give tho bed fresh 
air. 


It will require very little water unless tho 
weather should be quite warm and the sash 
be often removed. 
Tho water should be 


moderately warm, to correspond with the 
temperature of the bed. Cucumbers, melons, 
squashes and oven corn may be sown on 
small pieces of inverted, loose sod, three or 
four inches square, placed on the surface of 
the bed, tho interstices being filled with fine 
soil, and the whole covered loosely with rich 
soil. When these plants have started, the 
pieces of sod may bo removed to tho garden 
and set in hills, without at all disturbing the 
roots, as in the case of cabbage, lettuce, etc., 
the roots of which are not so delicate.
